Mr. DeEwE, post oitice inspector, says that | 


Edmonton is the post otiice farthest away 
from railway communication it being five 
hundred and eighty-four miles from the near 
est railway station. This statement is slightly 
inaccurate. St. Albert post  oitice is nine 
miles further north than Edmonton, and 
therefore nearly that much further from the 
railway. In speaking of the distance to the 
nearest railway station, Mr. Dewe evidenly 
means Capel, the point at which the mail 
route leaves the railway in order to supply 
Prince Albert and Battleford, as well as Ed- 
monton. The railway station nearest Ed- 
monton at present is Swift Current, about 
four hundred miles distant, nearly two hun- 
dred less than Mr. Dewe has stated. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hardisty and family arrived 
from the east on Wednesday last. They had 
stormy weather from the time of passing the 
South Branch and the snow was very deep all 
the way, but especially so between Pitt and 
Saddle lake. Mrs. H. S. Young and family 
of Lac la Biche, accompanied the party as 
faras Victoria.

From all accounts the price of beef at Ed 
monton is likely to remain high longer than 
was expected. The early closing in of winter 
prevented the usual supply of beet cattle from 
being brought in last fall and this caused a 
temporary scarcity, which in turn caused 
high prices. But it was confidently expected 


that as soon as spring opened the immense | 
herds at Bow river would be available, and | 


the siege would be raised forthwith. There 
is no possibility now, however, of this being 
the case. The chief reliance was placed on 
the Cochrane company, whose herd numbered 
fifteen thousand head, but as matters stand 
at present there is a strony probability that 
a very large proportion of these will be dead 
before spring, while the rest, in common 
with the smaller herds in that eountry, will 
be so poor that they will not be fit tor beef 
until late in the summer. At the same time 
the pushing of the railway work in that vi- 
cinity will cause a great demand for beef and 
cattle will have tobe driven in from further 
south to supply it. All this will tend to keep 
prices up toa high fivure.

Although this winter has shown that the 

country is not exactly all that has been claim- 
;edtorit as astock range it has not by any 
| neans proved that it is unsuitable for that 
purpose, Unfavorable seasons are known in 
all countries and there are failures in crop as 
well as losses in cattle, In all the stcok coun- 
try north of Texas hard winters are liable to 
come and reduce the size of the bands on 
short notice and the country north of the 
boundary line is no worse off in this respect 
than any other part. Three or four winters 
ayo there was a great loss of cattle in Mon- 
tann and’ British Columbia, while in the 
North-West there was none to speak of, 
Now, a small part of the North-West is suf- 
fering while all the rest of the stock country 
) is all right. 
To the smaller stock men, who are gener- 
| elly old residents of the country, the present 
| Winter is no surprise. They know that such 
i seasons have occurred betore and are to a 
certain extent prepared for them when they 
do come, As their bands are not too large 
to be looked aiter thoroughly they can save 
| inany of the weaker ones that in such a large 
| herd as the Cochrane company’s are neglected

THE ROAD. 
| Last spring it was confidently asserted that 
the C.P.R. would be completed to the foes

tobe. The road has not even reached mae 
South Brauch, and the task of bringing 
freight from Swift Current creek to this place 
| during the winter, is something terrible. 
Even if the track were at Medicine Hat, 
the crossing of the South Branch, although 
‘that place is over one hundred miles went of 
Swift Current, it would make the matter very 
little better for people here, for after leaving 
Swift Current the road bends off south 
| ward so much that the distance gained by heh 
track being further west, is lost by ae 
as much or nearly as much further orld 
The track is now completed about seventy 
| miles west of Swift Current, but this part is 
not open for trattic just now. It will be open 
however, first thing in the spring. The dis- 
tance from Ked Deer forks, by which place 
the trail now goes, to Swift Current is about 
one hundred miles, in a scuth-easterly direc- 
tion. A point directly south of the forks at 
the place at which the Cypress and sed 
ford trail crosses the railroad line, will be the 
railway station most easily reached from a 
monton until the end of the track has passe 
Medicine Hat a considerable distance. From 
the point mentioned, the Cypress trail leads 
directly to the forks, a distance of about 
sixty miles, as against one hundred from 
Swift Current creek. There is no wood for 
that distance, and water may sometimes be 
lsearee but. the road is good, At the forks 
there will be a ferry across the South Branch 
| aud there is plenty of wood for all purposes, 
in the vicinity. From that point to Battle 
river the trail is not very well defined, having 
only been travelled last summer. The feed 
| isyood, water in sufficient quantity, and the 
road level enough for travelling over, but 
| there is no wood for one hundred and eighty 
| miles after leaving the forks. This open 
country takes from ten to sixteen days to 
cross with loaded carts and wood enough for 
| camping purposes for that length of time has 
to be taken on at the forks. From the first 
| point of woods the distance to the Buffalo 
| lake crossing of Battle river is about seventy 
|miles and from that place to Edmonton is 
| about fifty, making a total distance of three 
hundred and sixty miles from the railroad 
|to Edmonton. Strangers coming in this way 
will, in case they come to a place where the 
| road divides into forks, be safe in taking the 
westerly fork, as that will certainly lead them 
to Edmonton, although, perhaps not by the 
most direct route. Versons who do not like 
to cross the wide plain spoken of can, by 
| taking an old hunter's trail which follows the 
Red Deer on its north side from the forks to 
Tail creek, have wood suflicient for cooking 
allthe way. From Tail creek they would 
comein by the Tail creck and Buffalo lake road 
| to the same crossing of Battle river to which 
the direct trail comes. This route, besides 
having plenty of wood along it, is nearly as 
| good as the other as far as the road and the 
| quality and quantity, of water and feed is 
concerned, but is between fifty and seventy: 
| five miles longer. One advantage to be gain- 
led by leaving the track at the station men- 
| tioned instead of at Medicine Hat would be 
‘that at this point there would be little or no 
rush, while at the erossing everything would 
/ be in an uproar and hurry, Freight would 
be much more likely to go astray and there 
| would be more delay in getting it out of the 
hands of the railway officials. 
After the track reaches Medicine Hat, the

A more level road though perhaps some 


what longer, would be to take the Calgary 
trail as far as the divide between the Red 
Deer and Bow rivers, about thirty miles from 
Calgary, then fork to the left towards the 
south-east until the Calgary and Medicine 
Hat road was struck twenty miles east of 
Calgary, then follow it to the end of the 
track. By this route the Blackfoot crossing 
which the track is likely to reach carly next 
summer would be distant from Edmonton 
about two hundred and forty miles, By fol- 
lowing the Calgary trail all the way the dis. 
tance would be about two hundred and sixty 
miles, If the Calgary road were not followed 
fuel would have to be carried from the One 
Pine to Blackfoot crossing, one hundred 
miles, and if it were followed there would be 
twostretches without wood--from the One Pine 
to Calgary, seventy miles, and from Calgary to 
the crossing, sixty miles. As the road from 
Edmonton to Calgary is to be made a perma- 
nent mail route in the spring and to be im- 
proved by the smaller streams being bridged, 
as Well as in other ways, and as the part of it 
from Edmonton to the One Pine ig the only 
part of the whole road to Medicine Hat that 
can become bad to travel over, and ag the 
route follows well beaten trails for almost the 
whole diatance and therefore travellers are 
not likely to get astray on it, there is every 
probability that it will be the route travelled 
as soon as that by the Red Deer forks is 
abandoned. 

The most direct line would be to take the 
Tail creek road to that place, cross the Red 
Deer there and keep on in the same south. 
easterly direction until the railway line was 
reached, But there are said to be creeks 
with very deep valicys crossing this line on 
the south side of the Red Deer which it would 
be impossible to cross with loads. Ad. Mc- 
Pherson, who is well acquainted with that 
country, will attempt to make a trail by this 
route in the spring, however, and has no 
doubt of success. 

Unce Medicine Hat is passed every day will 
bring the railway perceptibly nearer and 
when it gets to Calgary, only two hundred 
iniles off, it will appear to us who have 
freighted over the long thousand miles from 
Winnipeg so often, as though it were at our 
doors, Already settlement is being com- 
menced at different points along the Calgary 
road and preparations made for the purpose 
of assisting traffic on it both in winter and 
summer. If the railway is pushed as pro. 
mised we can depend on having a weekly 
stage to Calgary next winter, which will en- 
able us to reach Winnipeg in less thana week, 
instead of in four to six weeks as formerly. 
Ireight rates will be greatly reduced and 
merchants will be able to renew their stocks 
at will so that we may look for a great fall of 
prices, especially in groceries, before this 
time next year, for the fact that the mer- 
chants can only handle a single stock of 
goods in the course of the year has as much 
to do with the high prices at this place as 
the high freights have. A merchant here 
has to make his whole year’s profits on one 
sale, while in places which have free access 
to the wholesale centres the same amount of 
profit can be divided over half a dozen or 
more sales, reducing the price in each case 
by the amount of difference. So far, we have 
received ne benefit from the railroad. 
Freight costs more this year than ever before 
and goods are scarcer, but once the C.P.R. 


is at Calgary we look confidently for an end 
to the old state of affairs for all time.

THE SELKIRKS 

The following information in regard to ¢he 
Columbia river country on the west side of 
the Selkirk range of mountains, which the 
C.P.R. is supposed to pass through, has been 
obtained from 8. Wilkinson,of this settlement, 
who lived for five years in that country. Mr. 
Wilkinson mined for the greater part of the 
five years on French creek, whicn puts into 
Gold creek about fifteen miles above the 
point at which the latter enters the Columbia 
60 or 70 miles below Boat Encampment. 
Gold creek is the largest that rises in the 
west side of the Selkirks and may possibly 
be the one down which the railway is -~ 
posed to make its descent on the western sic 
of the mountains,

the source of the creek are approached. If 
the railway should come down this creek to 
the Columbia it would be impossible for it to be 
continued straight on westward as the moun- 
tains directly opposite the mouth of the creek 
are very high, steep and in every way ditl- 
cult to ascend. In order to reach Shuswap 
lake on the South Thompson, the Columbia 
would have to be foltowed down stream 80 or 
90 miles before a practicable pass leading 
from the Columbia to Shuswap lake could be 
found, Atthis point, however, a good pass 
exists, the summit of which only 300 fect 
above the level of the Columbia. A small 
jake at the summit of the pass discharges 
both east and west into Shuswap lake and 
the Columbia river. Eagle creek is the name 
of the stream which enters Shuswap lake. 
A railway line following the Columbia down 
trom the mouth of Gold creek to the mouth 
of the pass to Shuswap lake would have heavy 
work similar to but not quite as difficult, as 
that encountered along the Fraser. After 
getting well away from the mountains how- 
ever the line might leave the valley of Gold 
creek and keeping on the table land between 
the foot of the Selkirks and the Columbia 
strike the river at the mouth of Cairns’ creek, 
trom which point the river is not difficult to 
follow to the outlet of the pass mentioned, 
about twenty miles distant. Gold creek 
heads further up in the Selkirk range than 
any of the other creeks, but the mountains 
inthe neighborhood of its sources are the 
highest and most rugged in the range. 

Cairns, like Gold creek, rises in the Selkirk 
range and empties into the Columbia about 
70 miles below the latter. The mountains at 
‘ts sources are not so rugged as those at the 
head of Gold creek, but little or nothing is 
Known of them, as the creek has never been 
explored. A line coming from the east down 
that creek would have no difficulty in follow- 
ing the Columbia the twenty miles to the 
mouth of the Shuswap lake pass. 

The next creek below Cairns’ is Moberly, 
Which empties into the Columbia directly op- 
posite the entrance to the Shuswap lake pass, 
and immediately above the Arrow lakes. The 
Columbia at this point is very narrow, flowing 
between walls of rock about fifty feet high, 
“ud would be remarkably easy to bridge. At 
the time of the gold excitement in Kootenay 
the British Columbia government wished to 
build & wagon road directly across the Sel- 
kirks to the Kootenay mines, and Moberly, 
an engineer, was sent out to explore for the 
road. He followed this creek, called after 
him, so far up that he-became convinced 
that @ wagon road was utterly impracticable, 
and turned back, 

The mountains are less rugged as they go 
southward and a pack trail was opened across 
them, by which to reach the Kootenay mines 
from the west, a short distance north of the 
boundary line, but it was never very much 
travelled, most parties preterring to take a 
road south of the boundary where the moun- 
tains were still lower, although it was much 
longer. 

As the mountains have never been explored 
in their northern part, where the C.P.R, is 
Supposed to cross it is not positively known 
Whether a pass of any description exists or 
not. Itis generally the case in the Rocky 
mountains and those of British Columbia 
that where a large creek heads far into a 
range another creek heads at the same place 
4nd flows in the opposite direction making a 
Sort of pass from one side to the other. 
There may possibly be such a pases in the 
Selkirks, but if there is
